ure of the exact methods of produc- 
ing the bomb or the nature of Its 
action. He did say, however, that 
uranium ore is essential to the 
production of the bomb. 


Three Years of Work. 


Development of the bomb culmin- 


ated three years of work by allied 
scientists, Industry, labor and mil- 
itary forces, Stimson said, adding 
that be was convinced Japan will 
not be In a position to use a similar 
weapon.

USS Donnell Is 
Back For Repairs 


The U. S. S. Donnell, a destroyer 


escort, which supplied the French 
port of Cherbourg with electric 
power for four months last year, 
Is back in a Philadelphia shipyard 
for repairs, according to an Asso- 
ciated Press dispatch. 


The ship was launched in March, 


3943, near Boston, and was named 
in honor of Earl Donnell, Jr., pilot 
on a bomber on an aircraft carrier, 
grandson of J. R. Donnell, Corai- 
cana, member of the Legislature 
from Navarro county. Lieut, Don- 
nell was killed in February. 1942, 
in an almost suicidal attack and

NATION'S SMALL FARMERS 
HAVE OPPORTUNITY BE- 
COME LANDOWNERS 


Several thousand email farmers 


in the nation each year are becom- 
ing landowners through long term 
lonns from the Farm Security Ad- 
ministration, according to Lennox 
O. Wright, 
FSA 
supervisor with 


offices in Corsicana, 


"This plan of helping farm fam- 


ilies become owners was started 
because th« sharp Increase in ten- 
ancy was recognized as a threat to 
owner-operated family-type farms." 
Wright said. A report made early 
in 1937 .showed tenancy had been 
growing steadily for half a century 
and had reached the point where 
more than two of every five farm- 
ers were tenants. 


Farm Purchase Loans 


"The report also showed," Wright 


continued, "that one third of all 
tenants moved to different farms 
ench year, usually poorer with ev- 
erv move and leaving poorer land 
behind them. To open tha road 
to ownership for families who could 
not otherwise buy farms, Congress 
passed In 1937 the Bankhead-Jones 
Tenant 
Purchase 
act 
providing 


funds for long-term farm purchase 
loans. 


Twenty-eight such farms have 


ben purchased in Navarro county 
at an aggregate cost of $171,208, 
Wright revealed. Payments matur- 
ed on these farms amount to $29,- 
67*.19 but $42,838.16 has 
actually 


been paid, or h total of S13.160.27 in 
extra payments. Not one of these 
borrowers i« delinquent in has pay- 
ments, the supervisor said. 


Readjustment Act 


The Servicemen's 
Readjustment 


Act of 1944 extended tho benefits 
ot the program to returning vet- 
erans of World War II. 


Wright gives the following an- 


swers to questions most often ask- 
ed about the loans: 


Q: Who is eligible for an FSA 


loan to buy a farm? A: Tenants 
and sharecroppers, or farm labor- 
ers arc eligible (1) if they are Am- 
erican citizens, (2) is unable to get 
credit at reasonable terms else- 
where to buy a farm, (3) if they 
are known to be good farmers, ca- 
pable of managing a place of their 
own. 


Q: Are loans made to all who are 


eligible? A: No. because there Is 
not enough money to go around. 


Q: Then who decides which ap- 


plicant gets the loan. A: Tho Coun- 
ty FSA Committee of three local 
farmers. The Commute checks the 
character, ability and experience 
and whether nr not ho is financial- 
ly abel to take over and carry on, 


Q: It my Application is approved, 


what kind of farm can I buy? A.: 
You can buy a productive, family- 
type farm. The one you und vour 
family can operate most of the 
time.. 


Must Bfl Approved 


Q: Can 1 select the farm I want? 


Yes, but the one you select and 
thfc price yo'i pay for It must be 
approved by the County FSA com- 
mittee. 


Q: Does tho loan Include money 


for buildings? A: Yes, for repair- 
ing or remodeling the existing or 
construction of new ones. War haa 
ninde it necessary to postpone ex- 
tensivo repairs or erecting new 
buildings, 


Q: Does the loan Include money 


I'or farm equipment? A: No, if ma- 
chinery, feed, seed or money for 
operating the farm Is needed, an 
application to the F.SA should bo 
nmdo for the money. 


Q: Does thu 
FSA 
hav* other 


ways of helping me get a good 
start? A: Yes, the FSA supervis- 
ors help you plan each year's farm 
and home operation, and point out 
v.ays of Improving your farming 
methods. They also help you keop 
business-like records and 
enable 


you to operate your farm more 
successfully.

Q: How soon would I bo expect- 


ed to pay back the farm 
loan? 


A: you coiud pay it back over a 
period of 40 years in annual in- 
stallments plus interest at 3 per 
cont on unpaid principal, or you 
may pay it out in less time, if you 
wish.
